1,  The  time  required  for  each  weekly  broadcast  will  be  10  minutes* 

2,  We  suggest  that  they  be  scheduled  at  an  evening  hour  toward  the 
latter  part  of  the  week,  Thursday  or  Friday — probably  the  supper  period 
will  be  most  effective.    The  boys  and  girls  then  will  be  in  their  homes,  the 
day's  school  or  home  work  completed,  and  in  a  listening  mood, 

3,  The  program  will  be  made  for  four  sections — the  national  divisions 
of  administration  of  4-H  Club  and  other  extension  work.    The  states  in 
each  region  are  as  follov/s:  Eastern  States:  Maine,  Vermont,  Nev/  Hampshire, 
Massachusetts,  Connecticut,  Rhode  Island,  Nev/  York,  Pennsylvania,  New 
Jersey,  Maryland,  Delaware,  and  V/est  Virginia;  Southern  States;  Virginia, 
Tennessee,  North  Carolina.  South  Carolina,  Georgia,  Alabama,  Mississippi, 
Louisiana,  Arkansas,  Oklahoma.  Texas,  and  Florida;  Central  States:  Ohio, 
Kentucky,  Michigan,  Indiana,  Illinois,  Missouri,  Iowa,  Wisconsin,  Minnesota, 
North  Dakota,  South  Dakota,  Nebraska,  and  Kansas;  V.'e stern  States:  Montana, 
V/yoming,  Colorado,  Hew  Mexico,  Arizona,  Utah,  Idaho,  Washington,  Oregon, 
Nevada,  and  California* 

4,  The  4-H  Club  Crier,  who  v/ill  be  the  spokesman  of  your  station  and 
the  4-H  Club  administration  in  this  weekly  broadcast,  will  tell  intimately 
and  interestingly  each  ;.3ek's  news  of  outstanding  4-H  Club  achievements 

by  individual  members,  cirbs,  or  county  or  state  club  organizations  and 
will  challenge  other  club  units  to  send  in  to  the  broadcasting  station 
better  records;  the  records  vj  11  be  forv/arded  immediately  to  this  office 
to  be  used  in  future  programs  and  give  competitive  spice  to  the  broad- 
casts.   The  Crier  also  will  announce  the  chief  club  events  of  the  near 
future  in  each  region— such  events  for  example  as  4-H  Baby  Beef  shows;  state 
fair  contests  and  demonstrations  for  4-H  club  members;  state  club  encamp- 
ments; inter-state  club  shows  and  sales. 

The  challenges  and  announcement  sections  of  the  broadcasts  v/ill  con- 
sume from  3  to  5  minutes.  The  remaining  7  to  5  minutes  will  be  devoted 
to  information  on  how  to  conduct  club  project  work.  This  will  be  given 
chiefly  in  the  form  of  stories  of  v/hat  champion  club  members  did  to  win 
their  honors*  The  Crier  will  present  these  stories  in  a  varied  and  ab- 
sorbing style;  as  letters  to  the  Crier,  his  accounts  of  interviews  with 
the  champions,  on  occasion  brief,  clearly-stated  replies  to  questions  on 
the  best  methods  to  be  used,  etc*  Equal  time  will  be  allotted  to  boys' 
work  and  girls'  work  in  all  parts  of  the  programs* 


5.      Should  you  desire  music  of  club  songs  in  order  to  give  a  suitable 
musical  setting  to  the  program,  we  shall  be  glad  to  supply  copies  of  the 
same  • 


6,      The  first  program  will  come  to  you  the  last  week  in  September,  for 
release  the  first  week  in  October,    Will  you  please  let  u*  have  now  the 
d^ay  of  the  week  and  the  hour  at  which  you  will  broadcast  the  "4-H  Club  Crier?" 
We  wish  to  announce  early  in  September  the  schedules  of  cooperating  Stations, 
You  v.'ill  be  supplied  with  announcement  stories  for  distribution  to  the  press 
in  your  coverage  area.
